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The statement of Reasons for Allowance states that independent claim 1 recites "selecting 
within the computing environment, a generation technique," where "generation technique" is, 
according to the examiner, defined in the specification to be a triangular or a quadrilateral 
technique. Applicant respectfully submits that the specification does not limit the term 
"generation technique" to only a triangular technique or a quadrilateral technique. See 
Specification, page 9 lines 26-29. 
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
